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Abused Deming Park duck 
probably to be destroyed 


A Deming Park duck will probably 
have to be destroyed, according to 


Ron Wallace, Terre Haute Humane- 


Society executive director, because it 
was found Monday afternoon in the 
park with its feet chopped off. 

He said the duck had been dis- 
covered and had. been brought to the 
shelter by Bruce Conder, resident 
manager at Deming Park. 

Wallace said Wednesday morning 
he fed and watered the duck and was 
waiting on a decision by the district 
conservation. officer, who will de- 
termine whether the duck can survive 
without feet or whether it will be 
more humane to have it put to sleep. 

Wallace said the duck was ap- 
parently not in any pain after it 
reached. the shelter. 

He said this is not the first instance 
of the Deming Park ducks being 
mistreated: “Last fall, another duck 
had its head completely twisted 
tcxwaads, so when it walked for- 
wards the head was facing in the 
opposite direction.” Wallace said the 
duck had to be put to sleep. 

He said also dogs reportedly run 
Icose and at times attack the ducks. 

Pat Dougherty, city park super- 
intendent, said some youngsters have 
put bread on fish hooks and then fed 
this to the ducks. “We have found 
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fishing hooks in the mouths of 
ducks,” he explained.” 

He added: “When the park had the 
monkey house, monkeys were found: 
with fishing hooks. And some were - 
even beaten to death.” 

“The cruelty to the animals was 
just unbelieveable. We had to take the 


_ animal cages out for that reason,” 


the superintendent said. 

Dougherty said there are also prob- 
lems with people who-come to the 
park and use BB guns or slingshots to 
kill birds and squirrels. 

Dougherty noted there is a ‘‘ter- 
rible amount of damage done” to the 
gtass by motorists driving over the 
grass in the park when the ground is 
wet. This damage lasts all summer, 
he pointed out. 

He said he and Terre Haute Police 
Chief James Swift met Tuesday 
morning and the police chief re- 
portedly said he will beef up patrols 
for the park and have offenders ar- 
rested for “any and all” municipal . 
code violations. 

“Its a 168-acre park,” Dougherty 
pointed out. “And we have good coop- 
eration from the large percentage of ` 
people, young and old, who use the 
park.

See the funny monkeys. See them grab 
the fish hooks we throw at them. See them 
run in their little cages and burn their 
hands on the cigarettes we throw inside. 
Aren't they funny? 

Deming Park is not equipped to be a 
zoo, which is one of the reasons why Park 
Superintendent Pat Dougherty is anxious 
to give away the monkeys living there. 
People visiting the park mistreat the 
animals and their cages are much too 
small. 

The monkey house, located across from 
the park swimming pool, has outdoor 
cages for housing the animals in the sum- 
mer. During winter months the monkeys 
are kept inside the heated building since 
cold weather would kill them. The cages 
are kept clean and monkeys dine regularly 
on grapes, oranges, bananas, and Monkey 
Chow - a prepared food. But the stunts 
made famous by Cheeta in late night Tar- 
zan movies are definitely out - the tiny 
cages offer little similarity to swinging 
through trees and vines in jungle surroun- 
dings. There just isn’t enough room. 

“It is pitiful the way they are kept,” 
Dougherty says. ‘‘We are constantly taking 
fish hooks out of the monkeys during the 
summer.” No, fish hooks are not a part of 
their diet. People fishing at ponds on park 
grounds have a game called "let's tease 
the monkeys with our fishing poles.” 
Monkeys get the hooks embedded in their 
hands and mouth. 

These cruelties cannot be blamed only 
on kids. Dougherty and other park workers 
say that adults are just as much at fault. 

Dougherty thinks he could find a good 
home for the monkeys if the city Park 
Board would allow him to do so. In the 
past, the board has wanted to keep the 
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monkeys in Deming Park. i 

Presently living in the park are five 
monkeys, some ponies and ducks. The 
ducks are penned up during winter when 
the pond is frozen. This is for their own 
protection, since with the water frozen 
they have no means of escape from dogs 
which chase and kill them. 

Several years ago the Department gave 
away bears which were housed in Deming 
Park. Park officials at that time had similar 
difficulties - people were trying to poke out 
the eyes of bears with long sticks, the 
animals were being teased and féd by park 
visitors, and the cages were too small. 
There was also a serious problem with rats 
in the cages. 

The bears were finally given to a natural 
habitat zoo in New Jersey, where they live 
in a setting similar to their natural en- 
vironment. 

“There were a number of zoos that 
would take the bears,’ says Dougherty, 
“But we wouldn't give them to them.” He 
explains that many -of the zoos willing to 
take the animals had facilities just as 
inadequate as Deming Park’s. 

A cramped cage is not the natural 
surrounding for animals. Dougherty says. 
“Kids haven't seen a monkey after they've 
seen one here.’ Dougherty feels that 
money used to keep the monkeys would be 
better spent on the Park Department's 
recreation program. 

Parks in the city will still have animals 
under Dougherty's plan, but they will be 
viewed in their natural state. A deer blind 
is being built in Dobbs Park so that people 
may stand inside a shelter and look 
through a two-way glass to watch the deer 
feed on the opposite side. This is a more 
educational and true-to-life experience 
says Dougherty, than seeing a frightened 
animal penned inside a small cage.
